The plan is simple, but effec- 
tive. If someone needs to con- 
tact a relative traveling in Mich- 


sigan with an emergency mes- 


sage, he can first contact the 
State Police. The State Police de- 
termine what area of the state 
where the person is probably 
traveling and contacts radic sta- 
tions there, 

The radio stations then broad- 
east, between noon and 1 p.m, 
the names of persons for whom 
emergency messages are wait- 
ing at State Police posts and jn- 
struct them where to call to re- 
ceive the message.

Hundreds of messages of this 
nature are delivered, says State 
Police Director John R. Plants, | 
particularly during the tourist 
and hunting seasons. But many 
times it is quite difficult, if not 
impossible, to complete their de- 
livery, 

Emergency messages are de- 
livered only te persons when 
regular facilities such as tele- 
phone or telegram cannot he 
used. 

Plants says while the system 
of using radio stations does not 
totally replace hand delivery of 
messages, it reaches many per- 
sons not otherwise located and 
reduces hours spent on hand de- 
livered messages.

additional one percent sales tax, 
imaking a total of 5%, would 
yield about $189 million. 5% ad- 
ditional (9% total) would nearly 
replace the school property tax 
HIF the Michigan economy were 
Inot ruined by such a tax. Ex- 
tension beyond 4% would require 
a constitutional referendum. Ex- 
tension beyond a total of 5 to 
6% might make it profitable for 
many Michigan residents to 
trade in another state- 

The Michigan use tax could 
be extended at the present 4% 
tate to include additional serv- 
ices not now taxed. Pushed far 
enough, perhaps $80 - 100 million 
additional could be raised from 
this source. 

Some school districts will want 
to continue using the school prop- 
erty tax. But the option of lo- 
cal income taxes could be pro- 
vided. Probably some mix of 
local income taxes, school prop- 
jerty taxes and a much larger 
inumber of Federal dollars will 
provide the answers. 

Federal tax sharing need not 
bring Federal! control of schools. 
{But Federal conditional grants 
ido tend to bring the Federal 
\Government into school district 
decision making.”
